Amend and extend the Provisions of an Act of the 
Ninth Year of King George the Fourth, for 
making Provision for the lighting, cleansing, 
and watching of Cities, Towns Corporate, and 
Market Towns in Ireland, in certain Cases.

W HEREAS the Provisions of the Act of the Ninth Year of 
His late Majesty King George the Fourth, Chapter Eighty- 
two, are found to be insufficient for the Improvement of 
the Towns of Ireland, and the Protection of the Health of the loha- 
5 bitants : And whereas in the Year One thousand eight hundred and 
forty-seven certain Acts were passed, commonly called “ the Clauses 
Acts,” herein-after particularly mentioned, and such Acts contain 
many usehil and necessary Provisions, but the same cannot be adopted 
or brought into force in Towns in Ireland without the Expense of a 
10 Special Act for each Town, and it is expedient to relieve the Towns 
from the Necessity of incurring such Expense : Be it therefore enacted 
by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and with the Advice and 
Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this 
present Parliament assembled, and by the Authority of the same, 
15 That — 

695. I- It 
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2 Improvement of Towns [Ireland). 

I. It shall and may be lawful for the Commissioners in any Town 
ill Ireland acting under the said Act of the Ninth Year of the Reign 
of King George the Fourth, from Time to Time, as they may think 
expedient or necessary, to pass a Resolution adopting all or any One 
or more of the following Acts of One thousand eight hundred and 5 
forty-seven, either in whole or in part, either by Rcfei’ciicc or by incor- 
porating the same in such Resolution ; that is to say, “ The Towns 
Improvement Clauses Act, 1847,” “The Towns Police Clauses Act, 
1847,” “ The Gasworks Clauses Act, 1847,” “ The Markets and Fairs 
Clauses Act, 184/,” “ The Harbour, Docks, and Piers Clauses Act, 10 
1847,” “The Cemeteries Clauses Act, 1847,” “The Waterworks 
Clauses Act, 1847,” “ The Commissioners Clauses Act, 1847.” 

II. A Copy of any and every such Resolution, when adopted, shall 
be forthwith transmitted to the Lord Lieutenant or other Chief 
Governor or Governors of Ireland, who shall have full Power and 15 
Authority to allow or disallow the same. 

III. If the Lord Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or Governors 
of Ireland shall allow the same, the Chief or Under Secretary for 
Ireland shall forthwith give Notice thereof in the Dublin Gazette, 
and within One Calendar Month after such Publication of such Notice 20 
such Copy of such Resolution so allowed shall be enrolled in Her 
Majesty s High Court of Chancery in Ireland, and a Certificate of 
such Enrolment endorsed thereon, signed by the proper Ofiiccr; 
and thereupon the Act or Acts, or Part or Parts of the Act or Acts, 

so adopted and allowed, shall extend to and come into force in such 25 
Town, in like Manner as if the same respectively had been comprised 
in any Special Act of Parliament passed for such Town declaring that 
the same should be severally incorporated tlicrewith ; and the Com- 
ipissioncrs under the said Act of the Ninth Year of King George the 
hourth, acting for such Town, shall thereupon have full Power and 30 
Authority to execute the said Act or Acts, or Part of said Act or 
Acts, so adopted as aforesaid, as fully and efFectually as any Pro- 
moters, Commissioners, Undertakers, or otlier Parties named in such 
Act or Acts, or any of them, could or might execute the same under 
any Special Act so passed as aforesaid; and the Production of such 35 
Copy of such Resolution, with the Certificate of Enrolment endorsed 
thereon, or a certified Copy of such Enrolment, shall in all Cases be 
} eceived and taken as final and conclusive Evidence of such Act or 
Acts, or of such Part or Parts thereof respectively, being in force in 
such Town, and that the said Commissioners are so authorized to 40 
execute the same as aforesaid. 

IV. Fiom and after such Enrolment, all Provisions and Enactments 
contained in the said Act of the Ninth Year, of King George 'the

Fourth inconsistent with the Provisions of the said Clauses Act or 
Acts, or Part or Parts thereof, which may have been so adopted as 
aforesaid shaU cease to be m force in such To™, save and except as 
to any Act, Matter or Thing theretofore done under the Authority 
S. of the said Act of the Nmth Year of King George the Fourth. 



V. In every Case where the said Act of the Ninth Year of Kin» 
George the Fourth .shall have been in operation in any Town for a 
Period of Twelve Months and upwards, Parole Evidence that such 
Act is reputed to be in force in such Town shall he received and 
10 taken in all Courts and Places as primd facie Evidence that such Act 
IS in force in such Town, and such Act shall be deemed to be in force 
m such Town accordingly, unless the contrary be proved. 



VI Upon every such Enrolment a Fee of Pounds shall be 

payable to the proper Oflicer, and any Person shall be at liberty to 
15 inspect such Enrolment upon Payment of a Fee of Two Shillings and 
Sixpence, and shaU be entitled to demand and receive a duly certified 
Copy of every such Resolution so enrolled upon the Payment of the 
Sum of One Pound. 



This Act shall extend onlj to Ireland 
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
